Growers Urged to 
Control BrowaRot 


Citrus growers are advis'ed by the 


Los Angeles county farm advisor to 
consider at this season of the year 
the control of brown rot disease of 
the fruits in both lemon and navel 
orange groves. Continued rains, fol- 
lowed by periods of damp weather, 
make the conditions ideal for the 
development of brown rot. It is usu- 
ally too late for the orchardist to 
attempt to control it after infection 
has taken place. 
* 


Where the grower has had exper- 


ience with brown rot in the past, the 
farm advisor states that an early 
spraying, using Bordeaux mixture, 
will probably hold the disease down 
to a minimum. The lower parts of 
the tree, and the ground, should be 
sprayed. The formula for the spray 
material may be obtained from the 
horticultural commissioner, the dis- 
trict horticultural inspector or the 
Farm advisor.
